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We take great pleasure in dedicating Volume 33 of Madrofio to 
Marion Stilwell Cave, an outstanding contributor to our knowledge 
of the embryology and cytology of Liliaceae and Agavaceae. As a 
long-time researcher in the Department of Botany and Botanical 
Garden, University of California, Berkeley, she has been a cytolog- 
ical collaborator in the taxonomy of the Hydrophyllaceae and Vol- 
vocales. She founded and, from 1956 to 1964, was editor of Index 
to Plant Chromosome Numbers, currently being published by Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden. Her paper, demonstrating that there is a 
free nuclear stage in embryo development in California species of 
Paeonia, was a botanical coup.
